Economic Plan

WASHINGTON. Jan. IS — (ZP) — 
The President’s Air Policy Commis­ 
sion urged today that America’s 
power in the sky be strengthened 
toy spending billions of dollars above 
present defense budgets. 
It called the Air Force “inade- 
fuate” even now. 
It added that the arm, as pres­ 
ently constituted, would be “hope­ 
lessly wanting” in a period of ‘‘ser­ 
ious danger of atomic attack.” 
And it went on the assumption 
that such a period will begin with 
1953. 
Mr Truman, describing the report 
as “valuable”, urged that Congress 
and the public study It. He said it 
would be helpful “in further devel­ 
oping a long-range aviation policy. 
The President noted in a state­ 
ment that his lucently submitted 
budget earmarks $5,200,000,000 for 
•national defense aviation activi­ 
ties.” and added: 
“Budget requests for civilian avia­ 
tion provide for increased research, 
improved airport facilities and con­ 
tinued modernization of the federal 
airways system.** 
Five-Month Study 
Mr Truman also called attention 
to budget requests for funds to im­ 
prove air safety. 
The five-man body of private citi­ 
zens. reporting to President Tru­ 
man after a five months study of 
all phases of aviation, looked first 
at its relationship to the interna­ 
tional situation. 
World peace and the security 
of the United States are now the 
aame thing" it said.

Miller also testified that Petrillo's 
union asked him to intercede with 
President Truman to bring about 
a veto of the so-called Lea “Anti- 
Petrlllo" bill. The Lea bill, passed 
by Congress In 1946. forbade any 
one to force radio stations to hire 
musicians they do not need. 
Miller, who served for eight years 
as a judge in the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, said 
he 
refused to intercede. 
“That apparently was the basis 
for the breakdown of all negotia­ 
tions with Petrillo,’* Miller said. 
The witness said the “major im­ 
pact of Petrillo’s actions” has fallen 
on the smaller radio stations, be­ 
cause they can stand no extra bur­ 
den. 
Testifying that 54 per cent 
of the country’s radio stations de­ 
pended entirely on recordings, which 
have been banned 
by Petrillo, he 
continued: 
Petrillo said to me he thought it 
would be a good thing if a lot of 
those small stations went out of 
business and if they couldn’t hire 
live musicians, they had better get 
out.** 


Labor's Co-operafion 
In Price Drive Seen 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (ZP) — 
President Truman today readied for 
submission to Congress tomorrow 
an economic blueprint for 1948 which 
is expected to include a renewed 
demand for enactment of his 10- 
point anti-inflation program and 
a call for increased productivity. 
Meanwhile, administration lead­ 
ers pressed their months-long cam­ 
paign to win congressional approval 
of a compulsion-backed program to 
curb the rising cost of living. 
Secretary of Labor fichwellen- 
bach told the Senate Banking Com­ 
mittee today he believes that if 
Congress acts now to hold down 
prices labor unions will ease their 
demands for wage increases. 
Tomorrow the same group will 
hear testimony by Secretary of 
Interior Krug and Secretary of 
Commerce Harriman. Harriman has 
already set up pelimlnay mach­ 
inery for putting into effect the 
voluntary industry-wide agreements 
program approved by the special 
session last December. 
Meat Ration Bill Ready 
The cabinet members are ap­ 
pearing before the Senate group to 
testify on three proposed rationing 
and wage-price control bills. Sen. 
Flanders LR-Vt) expects to intro­ 
duce a meat rationing bill this 
week. 
In tomorrow’s message—the sec­ 
ond annual economic report—Pres­ 
ident Truman is expected to plead 
urgently for the “standby” anti­ 
inflation powers which the Repu­ 
blican-controlled Congress has re­ 
fused so far to grant him. 
Officials predicted several days 
ago that tomorrow’s message would 
contain specific recommendations 
for improving health and social 
welfare of the nations millions. 
They indicated privately that it 
would be patterned along Franklin 
D. Roosevelt's “New Deal” program 
In that respect.

Rats To Blame 
DI.STUK HANCE in the liver 
or obstruction to the llowf of 
bile is usually responsible for 
jaundice. In this malady the 
skin turns yellow*. So do the whites 
of the eyes — the only way in 
which the condition can be recog­ 
nized in individuals with dark com­ 
plexions. 
One of Hie most unusual types 
of jaundice Is Weil’s disease. This 
ailment is caused by an organism 
bearing one ol the longest names 
in medicine — ieptospira icterhem- 
orrhagiae. The term is not as bad 
as it seems and is quite descriptive. 
“Leptospira” denotes th a t it is a 
microscopic, wormshaped genii; the 
prefix “ictero” refers to jaundice; 
and “hemorrhagiae” signifies th at 
hemorrhages are present. Patients 
wit Ii this condition have all the 
signs of a flulike infection; later, 
the skin becomes yellow and dotted 
with black and blue areas. 
Man devilops the disorder through 
contact with rats. Ten per cent of 
these rodents harbor the spirochete 
and 
discharge 
them 
into 
water 
where they remain alive for at least 
three weeks. As a result, those who 
are employed iii damp, rat-infested 
places are likely to become victims. 
It Is a potential hazard, therefore, 
to miners, sewer w orkers, fish clean­ 
ers, tuimel diggers, sugar cane cu t­ 
ters, and laborers in rice fields. One 
of the largest epidemics was report­ 
ed in Rotterdam among persons 
who had fallen accidentally into 
dirty canals or swam In an infected 
pool. 
Ten days after contact the pa­ 
tient .suddenly exhibits chills, fever, 
nausea, and vomiting. 
The tem ­ 
perature rises rapidly to 104 degrees 
F. or more and the body’s surface 
feels hot and dry. Muscular aching 
is often distressing and pain may be 
noted in the right, lipper portion 
ol the abdomen in the liver region. 
Hemorrhages beneath the epidermis 
sometimes offer the first clew as to 
what is wrong. 
Between the second and fifth day, 
Jaundice appears. At this stage, the 
sufferer Is extremely ill. Tile liver 
enlarges and becomes tender and 
urinalysis reveals th at the kidneys 
are involved also; now and then 
pneumonia ensues. 
Tile crisis is 
usually reached by the second week, 
at which time the ailment either 
proves fatal or spontaneous healing 
occurs. 
The majority recover and 
convalescence may take from four 
to six weeks. Good nursing care is 
r e q u i r e d including a nourishing 
diet, high in carbohydrates a ii d 
proteins.

It Is more than four times the 
federal budget in 1939 
It Is nearly eight billions more 
than the 1942 budget which includ­ 
ed the first year of the war. 
The colossal sums in the Presi­ 
dent’s recommendation are intended 
to bi* spent In Hie fiscal year be­ 
ginning July 
I. 
1948 and ending 
June 30. 1949 Tills means that four 
years alter the close of World War 
II tile government of the United 
States Is spending at a higher rate 
than at any time in Its peacetime 
history. 
Drain of Dangerous Proportions 
Much more important than Hie 
sums to be expended is the size of 
the tax collections. Approximately 
45 billions are to be taken out of 
the national Income in taxes arui 
other receipts, 'This is such a sub­ 
stantial part of tho money earned 
by tile people that it constitutes a 
drain of dangerous proportions. 
It is considered by many econo­ 
mists to bt* hazardous when the 
government extracts its much as 
20 per cent of the national income 
for taxes. Assuming a national in­ 
come of $200,000,000,000 the federal 
government will tx* drawing out of 
the stream of national income more 
than 20 per cent.

High Cos! Of Living 
Reflected In Changes

against tax relief, President Truman 
is reflecting a changed attitude on 
the part of the nation s voters to­ 
ward income taxes. 
Last June, when the President 
twice turned thumbs down on Re­ 
publican tax slashing proposals, 53 
p#r cent of the nations voters poll­ 
ed by the Institute felt that the 
public debt should be reduced be­ 
fore the taxes were lowered. Only 38 
per cent voted for tax cuts. 
Today, with the tax question des­ 
tined to be a hot Issue in the presi­ 
dential campaign, the situation is 
almost exactly reversed. Now slight­ 
ly more than half the voters feel 
individual citizens should receive 
"cost of living" cute in tax loads 
despite the urgent need to ald Eu­ 
rope and reduce the public debt. 
However the preponderence of sen­ 
timent for tax cute is still not over­ 
whelmingly. 
A nationwide survey of represent­ 
ative voters just completed by the 
Institute asked this question: 


“Some people say we should re­ 
duce Income taxes now because of 
the high cost of living. Others say 
we should not reduce taxes now 
because we must give food and other 
aid to Europe and reduce our na­ 
tional debt first. What is your opin­ 
ion on this—do you think income 
taxes should or should no; be re­ 
duced now?**

Taxpayers are feeling the pinch 
of payments to the government, as 
living costs rise weekly to ne w; 
heights. An Institute poll reported; 
I earlier this month showed more 
than half now think their income, 
taxes are too high. 
In recent years—particularly the 
war years—the majority of Ameri- j 


J Cana showed a willingness to pay 
j high taxes when the need was clear- j 
ly demonstrated. The price squeeze 
evidently has helped change the 
j majority outlook; at any rate the 
i argument most respondents give for 
: tax reduction is that high living 
I coats make it necessary for indivi­ 
duals to have relief.
